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The United States gunboat Petrel ar- 
rived late last evening with dispatches 
from 'Brigadier-General M. P. Miller to 
Major-General Otis, announcing that 
Iloiio had been taken by the combined 
military and naval forces Saturday 
morning. 


General Miller, on receipt of his In- 


structions from Manila, sent the native 
commissioners ashore from the United 
States transport St. Paul with a com- 
munication for the. rebel Governor of 
Hollo, calling upon him !to surrender 
within a .time stated and warning him 
not to make a demonstration in the 
interval. 


The rebels immediately moved their 


guns and prepared to defend -their posi- 
tion. Thereupon the Petrel fired two 
warning guns, the rebels immediately 
opening fire upon her. The Petrel and 
the Baltimore then bombarded the 
town, which: the rebels having set on 
fire, immediately evacuated. 


The American troops were promptly 


landed and extinguished the fires in 
all cases of foreign property, nut not 
before considerable damage had been 
done. It ie 'believed the enemy's laa 
during the bombardment wa* 'heavy, 
but ao American casualties are re- 
ported.

DEVELOPMENT OF THE ISLAND 


Teh Years Ago and the Present- 


Coffee and Elevation—A Belt Line 


1 — Freight 
Arrangements 


Franklin H. Austin, a native of the 


Islands, who went to the States about 
ten years ago, is back to remain per- 
manently. He returned from Hilo, his 


' 
old home, on the Kinau 
Saturday 


night Mr. Austin talks very entertain- 
ingly on the past and present of the 
Trig island and its metropolis, and also 
gives a glance into the future. 


"I cannot say that the 
wonderful 


changes that I found In Hilo are very 
much of a surprise to me, as they 
might have'-^been expected. 
Before 


leaving here/some ten years ago, I had, 
In connection with a business I had in 
band at that time, made a thorough 
investigation of the future prospects of 
Hilo and surrounding country, to en- 
able me to report these conditions to 
foreign capitalists, and it is not too 
much to eay that I had the 
forests 


above Hilo populated in my imagina- 
tion to even a greater extent than I 
find today. 


"The cofiee industry, which has 


sprung up around Hilo and along the 
Volcano roads, seems to be wonder- 


" fully, successful as far as they have 


gone. I do not believe that 
coffee 


should be grown except under shade 
and at an altitude above 1,400 feet. I 
think there are sufficient-indications 
that coffee planted under any other 
conditions will be unsafe. 


"The production of sugar in the Hilo 


and Hamakua districts nas more than 
trebled since I left, tout from the pro- 
gress then being made -by these es- 
tates, this increase, as1 far as sugar is 
concerned, might easily have been pre-, 
dieted. There are still larger fields for 
the development of sugar in the direc- 
tion of the volcano and in the district 
of Puna, upon land which,-to my mind, 
Is entirely unsuited for coffee cultiva- 
tion. Where coffee is now a success, I 
believe it would 'be a piece of vandal- 
ism to destroy the trees for the sake 
of following the present booni in sugar. 


"The point of shipping sugar direct 
and bringing in supplies, which was so 
strenuously comibatted by the mer- 
chants of Honolulu before I went away, 
as at last was inevitable, has brdken 
all barriers and made itself a neces- 
sity; in fact, I notice that two of the 
'largest houses in Honolulu have ac- 
/ cKHnmodated themselves to this neces- 
sity, :and established themselves in 
- Htlo. There is now at this moment 


tonnage lying in Hilo, sufficient 
to 


transport 20,000 tons of sugar for ship- 
ment, as fast as it .becomes available." 


"What is your opinion of Hilo's fu- 


ture?" 
"That is a difficult question to 


• answer without taking four or five col- 


umns of your paper to do so," replied 
Mr. Austin. "But the future progress, 
or what I tear may result in a boom, 
-will find its greatest point of activity 
at Hilo. That great body of land lying 
north of the present sugar estates along 
the Hilo coast, as far as Waipu and 
lying abovei the forest or the upper 
part of the forest, on the side of Mauna 
Kea and including the vast plains of 
Waimea, is all suitable for cultivation 
and directly tributary to Hilo, provid- 
ed railroad extension 
is properly 


made. A belt system would give the 
highest efficiency to the railroad ser- 
vice and at the same time bring this 
vast country to. the highest state of de- 
velopment. 
The belt line should be 


constructed: First, along the Hilo-Ha- 
makua coast to Kawaihae, thence re- 
turning through "Waimea to Hilo, above 
the forests upon the slopes of the 
mountain; again, a second loop or 'belt 
should be 'extended from Hilo through 
Puna to the! Volcano, returning through 
the upper "01£a- coffee 
belt to Hilo, 


above the'volcano roaH, thus making 
Hilo the center of four lines of railway 
and giving the highest possible de- 
velopment to all the area on the island 
of Hawaii, which is susceptible to the 
highest development. 
Spurs of rail- 


•way should then lie run at either end 
of these loops to Kona from Waimea, 
between Waimea, Hualalai and Mauna 
Kea, and another spur from the •volca- 
no into Kan to Pnnaluu. This would 
afford the greatest economy in rail- 
road development in opening up the 
greatest body of land that still remains 
in these Islands susceptible to settle- 
ment and sugar development.

Pacific and tihe Nippon-Ywaen KJaisO 
steamsfoip lines are reported to ihave 
agreed to a general advance in rates 
on freight from their respective Am- 
erican terminals to Che Asiatic ports 
of ^okofhama, Kobe iand Hongkong.

Humphries asked that there be admit' 
ted aa evidence the concession or state 
ment that the photographic plates al 
leged to have been aaed by Aldrtch i 
making counterfeit bills, would at th 
present time, after having 'been sub 
Jscted to some chemical treatment a 
the Davey gallery make a much better 


. and clearer print than before "wash 


ing." The section of defense intended 
to be presented, apparently, was than 
the plates Introduced as an exhibit 
would, if used some months ago have 
given as a result a print that wool 
not deceive anyone. Mr. Humphries 
said that to him there had been mad 
the statement which fie sought to bar 
recorded as further testimony 
from 


Mr. Davey. The attorney said his pur 
jx>se was to save time and avoid th 
trouble of having Mr. Davey appear'o 
the stand again, the photographer hav 
ing testified for the prosecution. 


Marshal Brown -was unwilling to ad

- iorney on the other side and during th 
noon hour summoned Mr. Davey to ap 
pear again as a witness for the Hepub 
iic. 


At 1:30 Mr, Davey was on hand/again 


and it was but a few minutes later that 
cross-examination by Mr. Humphries 
was la progress. The attorney was 
disappointed and tnagrined and "eoul 
not conceal "his feeling.' -The witness 
admitted a conversation In front o 
Wicnman's Jewelry store on Fort 
.street, but said decidedly that he gave 
no such impression concerning 
the 
plates as Mr. Humphries was endeavor 
ing to bring out, Mr. Davey clalmec 
he had simply said that the treatment 
was-given under police direction 
to 


preserve the plates and that if any 
change was brought about It could be 
detected only by means of a micro- 
scopic examination. Mr. Humphries 
by his manner showed that he consld 
ered the stage that had been reached 
simply a question of veracity between 


" himself and Mr. Davey. 


'On Mr. Davey-leaving the stand he 


-was followed by the now quite aroiwec 
attorney. The Interview took place 


- rather inside, tat very close to the door 


that Is the usual entrance-to the court 
room from the main corridor.. 


And here the accounts begin to d|f 


fer. Says Mr. Humphries: "I was 
angry, because I had noted and wel 
remembered the conversation I had on 
the street-with Mr. Davey. I considered 
that he 'had sworn that I was misrep- 
resenting in giving or trying to d*aw 
out an account of the 
Interview." '. 


went after Mm and told him. plainly 
that he was a liar. His reply was that 
I Was another. Then I struck him in 
the face. ThenI returned to-the court 
room. In a few moments I came out 
again to smofce and Mr. Davey was 
still waiting, talking to another attor- 
ney. 
Davey epoke to me in a concil- 


iatory way, but I did not care to make 
peace with him or have anything to do 
with him. Later In the afternoon 
learned that a note banded to Mar- 
shal Brown in the court room was from 
Davey and I divined that it was the 
first step in the direction of placing a 
charge of assault against me.

Tfie photographer was entirely wil- 
ling to relate bis side.* It was to this 
effect: 


"Mr. Humphries accosted me on the 
street some days ago and inquired 
about the plates in the Aldrich case. 
-He asked particularly what I had done 
to them and I told fcim. He wanted to 
fcnow if tiie 'washing' would make 
them any finer or better to print from. 
I said no, that If there was any change 
in them at all it could only be seen by 
use of a powerful magnifying glass, 
told him that the treatment was to 
keep the work on the glass from fad- 
Ing out or becoming discolored. I did 
not know that he waa an attorney tn 
the case and gave but/little thought to 
the Interview. After I grave my evi- 
dence at half past one, Mr, Humphries

When b« called me a liar I told aim 
he was one as well. Then he struck 
me.

Faure's heart was weak, but the first 
intimation that he iwas eick was given 
at (J.SO o'clock this afternoon, when a 
message was dispatched to the Premier, 
M. Dupuy, announcing that the Pres- 
ident was 111. M. Dupuy immediately 
repaired to the Elysee. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 18.— The World's 


Paris cable says: Emll Lbubet was 
elected President of France today to 
succeed Feiir Faure. The suddenness 
of the Presidential crisis has saved 
France from a. revolution. The dis- 
orderly elements have not had time to 
organize. The revolutionaries' breath 
was taken away by the torrential rush 
of events. Loubet's election is accept- 
ed as the test available way out of a 
grave peril. Rochefort and other antf- 
DreyfuslUs, -who hoped for a turn of 
events which would squelch the Drey- 
fus agitation, are frantic with rage. 
They say that M. Meline, who was sup- 
posed to be friendly to them, sold out 
their cause. Be knew Faure had heart 
diwase and that his death might occur 
any day, tut Instead of using 
the 


knowledge to assist the anti-Dreyfus 
movement he intrigued with Loubet to 
secure the latter's election. 


The general result of the crisis so 


far has been an emphatic victory for 
the Republic.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 —Senator 


Perkins today reported the bill to ex- 
tend the contract labor laws of this 
country to Hawaii. The only amend- 
ment which was put upon the bill was 
the one which makes the Chinese ex- 
clusion laws applicable as well 


Under the Newlands resolution fur- 


ther entrance of Chinese is prohibited, 
but there is no provision to take care 
of iboge who'may effect an entrance 
into the country. The application of 
the exclusion actsfwill make the heftd 
tax and identification statutes effective 
in the Islands, and will permit the 
sending home of any aliens found in 
the new territory. 


While there 1s a disposition on the 


part of many Senators to prevent the 
passage of any legislation 
until the 


contract labor laws are put through, 
there Is a movement on foot on the 
part of friends of the Islands to have 
consolidated all emergency legislation. 
Thus there was drawn today a bill 
which will be moved as a substitute 
which not only deals with labor, but 
navigation, customs and revenue laws 
as well.

GRAND WORK AT SAN FRANCISCO 


Influence of an English Clergymen 


Helping th« Boys-Sailors as a 


Claas-Good Wishes, 


Honolulu, February 24, 1899, 


EDITOR P. C. A.:— The Advertiser o 


this day contains an announcemen 
that a "Seaman's Club" has been es 
tablished in a building near the water 
front. Similar institutions under dif 
ferent names but having the same ob- 
ject in view, have been established in 
various places' in many parts of the 
world. 


Amongst others I may mention 


-Seamen's Institute" of San .Francisco 
which, in spite of Its humble begin- 
ning and hard struggles in the first 
year or two of its existence, is now a 
-well established and successful Institu- 
tion. 


Started originally through the ener- 


getic efforts of the Rev. Mr. Fell, (a 
Church of England clergyman) for the 
benefit of the officers and apprentices 
of British ships, of which, there are 
generally a great many in San Fran- 
cisco, it has extenued its sphere of use- 
fulness so much that now seafaring 
men of all nations visit the place and 
partake of its benefits and privileges, 
and its almost weekly concerts and en- 
tertainments, to which some of the 
best society people of Sam Francisco 
contribute their time, 'talents and 
money. All are welcomed with much 
interest and pleasure by those for 
whose benefit they are gotten up. 


These concerts are now looked upon 


aa one of the established features of 
the city front of San Francisco. 


This institution is supported entirely 


hy voluntary contributions. The ship- 
owners of Liverpool contribute some- 
thing towards its support. 


We have not the field of operation 


nor the material to (work with as in 
San Francisco, but ttie shipping busi- 
ness of this port is rapidly growing 
and will continue to increase In a 
greater ratio than it has done, and ii 
either the Nicaragua or Panama canal 
«ver gets cut through I see nothing to 
prevent this from becoming one of the 
greatest shipping ports in the Pacific 
and the establishment of such a place 
as a "Seamen's Club" is in tie line ol 
progress. 


It is impossible to estimate the in- 


fluence for good that the Rev. Mr. Fell 
exerted amongst the officers and crews 
of the British ships visiting San 
Francisco,, -but amongst the young lads 
(apprentices) 
he was almost wor- 


shipped. He had the happy faculty od 
putting himself in their place, as it 
were, teaching them, and helping them 
to uphold their self-respect, winning 
their confidence and esteem, until they 
actually looked upon him as /one of 
themselves. He organized and joined 
in their games and sports, such as 
cricket, football, base bali, and many 
are the hearts and homes In old Eng- 
land that have been made glad by the 
receipt of letters from their wandering, 
wayward, careless sons, which but for 
the Wndly influence of the Rev. Mr. 
Fell never would have been written. 


We sometimes hear it said that it is 


a thankless task to do anything for 
the amelioration of the lot in life of 
those who go to sea in ships and that 
sailors as a class are incapable of ap- 
preciating a favor or kindness done to 
them and that they are, generally 
speaking, a degraded class of men. 


As a seaman and one who has had 


nearly forty years association with sea- 
men, I am- willing to admit that there 
are exceptions to all cases, but I am 
not willing to admit that seamen as a 
class are incapable of appreciating a 
ftindness or favor done to them. Nor 
•»nll I admit that seamen are any more 
degraded than people in their station 
in life who live on shore 
I look upon 


eailors as mere babies in wickedness 
Compared to people of their class on 
vbore, -the proof of which is the easy 
game they are to the Uever rogues they 
fall in with when thev make a landing. 
The average seaman is of a confiding 
nature easily led -whether for good or 
evxl — taking not mu<h 'bought of to- 
morrow generous to hi« friends, for-

Theo. -F-, Lansing, by election to the 


Senate, was relieved of-4ne mission to 
Hilo to which 'he had -been assigned. 
The trip was made by Wm. 0. Smith 
president of the Board, who left on the 
KInau last Tuesday and was back home 
again late Saturday night. Mr. Smith 
looked upon about all there was to see 
in Hilo and the immediate vicinity 
conferred with physicians, government 
officials, 
business men and residents 


generally. 


At his home yesterday afternoon Mr 


Smith said that the thing impressing 
him most at the second city was the 
necessity of widening and extending 
streets without delay. The town is 
growing and unless the matter here 
suggested is taken care of at once the 
difficulties in the same line faced fn 
Honolulu will be apparent and trouble- 
some in Hilo. 


Concerning other public matters and 


sanitation particularly, Mr. Smith said 
hat the day was not far distant when 
Hilo must have a system of sewerage. 
He remarked that its construction, on 
account of the slope of the city 10 the 
water front, would not be so expensive 
as work of tbe same character in 
nolulu. 


The attention of the-Board of Health 


President was called to the lately con- 
structed wharf. Mr. Smith said he 
'ound there was a pronounced differ- 
ence of ^opinion concerning the land- 
ng. Some people thought it should be 
mother place, some that it Was all 
right where it was, others *hat its 
direction was wrong. Mr. Smith said 
te talked to some experts who made 
trong and logical argument against 
he direction of the wharf. Mr. Smith 
himself believes that harbor facilities 
can be provided in the neighborhood 
of the present wharf and rather favors 
a second dock at practically the same 
place, but so set that the swell will 
trlke ships at the stern or bow instead 
if bitting them against the sides. 


At a meeting of tbe physicians and 
Joard of Health officers 
with 
Mr* 


Smith there was free discussion of 
many matters. The visitor pointed out 
that the town had four active Board 
f Health officers—the sheriff, deputy 
heriff. Government physician and port 
physician. It was for the people to 
•ecommend to this quartette to secure' 
action instead of simply complaining in 
he* air. He would suggest, if it could 
5e done without too much formality, 
he organization of a Town Improve- 
ment Club, in order that unity and 
harmony might be reached and action 
e<yired in accordance with the best 
deas of the greatest number This 
int was received with a good deal of 
avor.

Mr. Smith had spent the day In look- 


ing over the town and suburbs with 
Sheriff Andrews, and had obtained a 
pretty fair idea of the kind of sanitary 
work needed. H* enquired first with 
reference to tbe Waiojama ponds near 
the Hackfeld lumber yard. Dr. Russe 
replied that they were in the highest 
degree a menace to public 'health, and 
a fruitful cause of malaria, with which 
in fact nearly every resident between 
Walakea bridge, the Volcano road 
•Front and Churcto streets were afflict- 
ed. The other physician* present 
agreed substantially with this state- 
ment Discussion as to the fcest method 
of remedying this evil brought out var- 
ious theories and much difference o! 
opinion. It was suggested by. Mr 
Smith that a main canal > leading to- 
ward Walakea 'with -branch .canals 
opening into it would draw off a large 
portion of the water, and the rest of 
the ponds could be filled' In. This 
method has been, followed successfully 
on certain marsh lands near Honolulu 


The sewerage of Front street also 


came in for discussion. There ia $400( 
available for eewerage purposes and 
though this cannot be expected to go 
Very far, it can either be applied to fur- 
nish a complete system tor a portion ol 
Front street, which, will toe connected 
with the Waianuenue street sewer, or 
can be used to furnish a more or less 
complete surface drainage for the 
whole of Front street. 


Mr. Smith referred to the garbage so 


generally found in the rear of business 
and dwelling houses, and this not alone 
among the Portuguese and Asiatics, hut 
in the neighborhood of those supposed 
to know better.- He Is inclined to think 
that efforts on the part of Hlloites 
which would result in the removal of 
such garbage would have a better effect 
on public health than even the drain- 
age of the Waiolattna ponds or the 
building of the Front street sewerage. 
; Dr. Russel wanted to discuss, the 
Portuguese worm, but Mr. Smith re- 
fused to consider the animaL He said 
subsequently that the trouble 
with 


Hilo people generally was that they 
lad worms, which, accounted fora good 
deal of their kicking. 


The matter of Widening and extend- 


ing Front and Shipman streets, leading 
o the new fish market, was mentioned, 
lor the reason that otherwise the-new 
market would not -be extensively pat- 
ronized and consequently the present 
Isa stand nuisance would be continued 
on Front street. Mr. Smith said this 
should certainly be done, and if a peti- 
lon were-sent to the Minister of the 
interior, for a portion of the appro- 
priation passed by the last Legislature 
'or street widening and extension, it 
would probably be granted.

Civil Measure. 


AN 
INCREASE 
OF SUBSIDY 


Material to b« Made In the United 


States - Communication with 


Hawaii-The Bates. 


WASHINGTON. February 20.-Sana- 


tor Prye's amendment to the sundry 
civil bill, which provides for the build- 
ing of the Pacific cable by an Ameri- 
can corporation, with a subsidy from 
th« Government, will be amended in 
the Appropriation Committee to insure 
the manufacture of the cable, which 
will be laid, in this country. The com- 
mittee to-day met and reported th« 
amendment favorably with an addition 
to the time limit, which makes it neces- 
sary for the company securing the 
right to lay a cable to have the line 
to Honolulu completed within one year 
after the contract is let. It was thi« 
provision which at first militated 
against the letting of the contract for 
the cable in this country. It Was held 
by some members of the Senate that 
it would be impossible for any concern 
in this country to make the cable and 
put it aboard ship" as quickly and 
cheaply as can be done in England. 
In this connection a Senator, who >has 
been contending for this plan in the 
committee, said San Francisco builders 
were able to make the cable and place 
it directly aboard tX» cable ships at 
the wharfs of the company1. With this 
assurance Senator Frye said he would 
accept the amendment to his plan, 
which will make it compulsory for the 
company to buy its cable In this coun- 
try, if it is found by the War Depart- 
ment that it can be made within the 
time required, and of as good 'quality 
as is demanded. In this form it is like- 
ly the sundry civil 'bill will carry the 
cable amendment. 


The measure increases the subsidy to 


be paid every year for twenty years to 
$175,000 and extends the time in which 
the contracting company is to 'be given 
to complete the line to the Philippine 
islands to the 1st of January, 1903. 


Other amendments increase the for- 


feit of the contracting company from 
$200,000 to 1400,000; provide that th» 
subsidy money shall only be used in 
maintenance and repairs and not in 
paying dividends; fixing the rates on 
Government messages at one-third the 
rates on private messages, retaining 
the provision that they shall 'be car- 
ried free during the twenty years, fix 
a rate of 25 cents per word on private 
messages to Hawaii and fl per word 
on such messages to the Philippines, 
press rates being one-fourth of these 
amounts; give the Postmaster-General 
the Tight to revise these rates every 
ten years and authorize the President 
to request the co-operation of Japan in 
securing the establishment of the pro- 
posed line 
NEW YORK. Feb. 16.—In the course 


of an interview here today President 
Scrymser, of the Pacific Cable Com- 
pany, said that tbe Eastern 
Cable 


Company, an English corporation, by 
reason of vested rights, would have a 
monopoly, as far as telegraphic cables 
are concerned, of the entire Asiatic 
coast and art Pacific Islands now owned 
by Spain or formerly under the juris- 
diction of that country until the year 
1940. 
He was of the opinion that no 


American cable company or the United 
States Government could obtain land- 
ing rights in the Ladrones. Philippines, 
at Hongkong or at any point on tbe 
Asiatic coast -without obtaining the 
consent of the Eastern Telegraph Com- 
pany.
